Stenslaiul. wrecker of the Milwaukee 
Avenue Bank, and llenry W. Het- 
iiig, his cashier, were paroled from 
the Illinois Northern peuitentiary, «1e- 
spite the bitter protests of hundreds 
of victims and of Poiish societies rep- 
resenting other hundreds who had 
suffered directly or indirectly by tbe 
sensational crash. 


Steushmd and Hertujr liad been seut 


down under the Intermediate sentence 
law. which provided for from one tr> 
fourteen years, with a possible com- 
mutation, for good conduct, to six 
years and three months. 
The men 


have been in prison since September 
L'G. 11HHJ. 


Powerful influences have been 
at 


work ever since to secure their re- 
lease, although they never came to the 
surface for identification. 


The failure of the Milwaukee Ave- 


nue Bank was one of the most sen- 
sational in Chicago's history and was 
followed by pitiable scenes and a Vonj» 
train of death and disaster. Stens- 
laiul and his cashier disappeared. IHe 
teller committed suicide. 


Later two other Tictims committed 


suicide, one man- fell dead wheriTf 
heard all his savings had been wiped 
out and another was taken to the De- 
tention hospital a hopeless maniac. 


These were some of the results all 


could see, but over on the great North* 
west side, hundreds of 
small mer- 


chants were wiped out. and -thousands 
of poor persons lost all the savings of 
a lifetime in the crash. 


Deaths were numerous, all more of 
less traceable to the bank wreck. Ha<l 
Stensland or Hering appeared 
any- 


where in the district they would havft 
l>een torn to pieces, so intense was the 
feeling against them. The same feel- 
ing still exists, and the friends of the 
two men will take extraordinary pre- 
cautions to prevent them being assas*- 
ina ted. 


The pursuit and rapture of Stens- 


land was one of the sensational feat- 
ures of the affair. 
Tbe bank 
failed 


early in August, and Stensland was 
finally traced and picked up in Tan- 
gier. Morocco. Sepremhpr 3. 


Stensland Itegan his business career 


in Chicago in 1X71. in a small dry 
goods business. 
Ho was then 
24 


years "Id. having \\ern Ivorn in Staven- 
gcr. Norway, May 9. 1S47. When 18 
years of ace he went to India, and 
was a successful cotton buyer, trar- 
elins- through Hindostan. Persia and 
Arabia. 


Frmn the dry soods business hen* 


he branched out into real estate and 
banking, and finally founded the Mil- 
wankee Avenue Bank, a state concern. 
Before the crash fame the amount of 
alleged forced notes was said to have 
iteen *l.:*,Ou.i»00. 


His bank was the favorite deposi- 


tory of jio»p!e of small means, chiefly 
Scandinavians and Poles. 
When thw 


bank closed a mob of thousands of 
fren/.ied depositors srathered about it. 
and the police had hard work restrain- 
ing them. 


Without food, water or sleep the 


pitiable creatures hung about the 
wrecked institution for TWO days au«1 
n&hts. until finally driven to thelr 
desolated homes by the police. Fmnfc 
Kowalski. the toller, who knew nf>tn- 
injr of StenMalid's p*vn!atfons. driven 
TO madnes* l>y the taunts of the vic- 
Tirn-;. went to his room and Mow out 
his brains.
